A. No: it doth not, though oziginall 
toꝛruption be found cqually and alike in 
all men naturallp, and all men haue in 
their co2rupt nature the ſeeds of every 
ſen, vet doth God foꝛ the good of humane 
ſocicty, limit mans cozruptton, and re⸗ 
ſtraine many from notoꝛious crimes, by 
their naturall tempter, by feare of ſhame 
and puntſhwent, deſtre of honcur andre- 


ward, and ſuch liks.

In what bart of man is this corrup- 
tion of nature found? 

A. In the whole man, both in body . > 
and ſoule, and in euerp part and member Tuc. ; 
of tte body, and in all the powers and fa⸗ 
culties of the ſoule. 

Now there being many powers & facul⸗ 
ties of the loule, as the mind,conſcrence, 
will and affecttens, the nert Queſtion is, 

Q. What is the naturau corruption of 
the minde of man? 

A. It is both the dnineſſe and the 
blindnelle of the mind, concerning hea⸗ 8 
uenly things, whereby the mind is alto⸗ 2 
gether ignoꝛant of ſpirituall things, con⸗ Boks Ke 5 
terning the true wozſhip of God, and e⸗ 
ternall happineſſe: and is ok it ſelfe vt- 
terly vnable to conceiue them.
